The stories being printed in the papers 
about the ‘large deposits in-the ‘Northern 
Bank by the Chamberlain are absolutely 
false. The Northern Bank was selected as 
the depository of daily receipts from taxes 
and other sources, as I was informed at 
the time, at the request of Controller Pren- 
dergast for the convenience of the Bronx 
officials who collect city revenue, the chief 
of whom is the Receiver of Taxes appointed 
by the Controller. . The Chamberlain’s - of- 
fice has never deposited a dollar in that 
institution, all the deposits being made 
therein by the local officials. The bond 
given by the Northern Bank to secure its 
city deposit was $150,000. 

That letter to the President of the Bronx 
published this morning, and several others, 
were written by me, although signed by Mr. 
Hyde, it heing necessary to officially notify 
the collecting officers of the bank's desig- 
nation. 

All the transactions. of the Chamber- 
lain’s office with the Northern Bank were 
under my exclusive control, and Mr. Hyde 
did not at any time after the designation 
take any active part in the regulation of 
this account. I notice that it is reported 
that the balances. were allowed to run up 
in the Fall of 1910 to high figures, reaching 
the greatest amount’ on Oct. 31, when it is 
said $1,088,376 was on deposit. The aver- 
age daily balance of the Northern Bank 
was kept by me at about $180,000. The 
bond was $150,000, so unless the bank was 
to fail. and pay less than 20 cents on the 
dollar, I do not see now tle citv could 
sustain any loss. Of necessity there were 
frequentiy large deposits made in the even- 
ings by the. collection officers, but. my 
first official act- the next morning was

On Oct, 381, 1910, large payments’ were 
made to the revenue. collectors in the, .

Warehouse men, big and little, aed
